POLITICAL POINTERS. 


Presidential and Speakership Can- 
didacies Now Being Canvassed. 
Arthuf and Tilden—Randall, Cox and 
Carlisle—Their Personal Appearances 
and Their Families—A Chapter of Social

WASHINGTON, November 17.—Politics is the 
reigning theme in Washington now. The Presi- 
dency, the Speakership, the contest for Sergeant- 
at-Arms, the clerkship of the House anda score 
of minor offices, alliare attracting attention in 
their relative order and importance.

No young man in this country bas been the sup- 
ject of more common flings than he.

1 have 
never found in my career a young man of more in- 
tegrity, sense and stability than Mr. Lincoln, My 
business connection with him has been highly to 
my advantage, He is still in buginess with me. 
He is only in public life because his frends de- 
sired him to escape from the mean conséquences 
of the little local paragraphs constabtly started at 
him about Chicago. The man was assailed for 
nothing that he ever did or did not do, but merely 
because be was the son of President Lincoln. He 
thought, and we thought, it advisable for him to 
go to Washington under the iuvitation President 
Garfield exten ied him to illustrate to bis fetlow- 
countrymen whether he was or was not an incap- 
able man. He has been atthe head of the War 
Department under both Garfieid and Arthur, and 
has madethe best Secretary of War siuce Jeffer- 
son Davis. 

His income from our firm was $16,000 a 
year at the time he went to Washington. He 
needed the money, both for present and future 
exigencies. Thequestion arose how he could af- 
ford, in justice to his wife and children, to take the 
place.

Visit to Doc Morris’ Almond Street Ren-

“Where do you live?” asked Coroner Nidelet 
this afternoon when Tom Brown took the witness 
stand to tell how he came to stab James Moran, 
ovef whose body an inquest was in progress. 

“IT live at the Ocean Wave,” was the answer 
made by the witness. To ‘the large majority of 
the citizens this answer would not convey 
much intelligence, as but few know 
where this house is located. To the Police. 
Dispensary physicians, and reporters who have 


been summoned to the historic precincts time and 
again itis quite familiar. The quest of a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter,who yisited the place last 
night in search of a new phase of the Moran mur- 
der case,would have seen a side of city life decid- 
edly new if not pleasnig. It was shortly before 
mid-night when the explorer stood under the gas 
light at Fourth ana Almond streets, whistling 
“When the Kobins Nest Again,” and patient 
waiting for the cheerful rap of a peeier’s club, 
which soon came from the direetion of Tiird 
street, and was followed directly by Officers 
Dunn and Ryan.’ To venture into the local- 
ity bounded by Fourth street on the west 
and Almond street on the north, alone and at 
midnight, would be an exploit wortny of an es- 
caped lunatic. While the visitor may be perfect- 
ly safe so far as pecuniary losses are concerned, 
should he meetthe minions of the Moon, they 
woula take the same trouble to render him un- 
conscious as if he was bedecked with jewels. 
Under the protection ofthe officers the destina- 
tion was reached in safety. Agas-lamp sus- 
pended from iron hanging tignted the 
FRONT OF THE OCEAN WAVE 
building, No. 214 Almond é 
It is a_ three-stor brick building with 
a icture of the bripy deep and 
a full sail vessel ploughing its way through the 
white-cresied waves. This is what the picture 
originally was, but the rains of years have seri- 
ously altered this piece of artistic work. The 
proprietor had retired for the night and the place 
was in charge of his trusted lieutenant, Watch- 
man Brown. Everything was unusually quiet, 
which led the watchman to remark that things 
were very dull. A signinformed the visitor that 
beds could be secured for 10 ahd 15 cents per 
night, while meals and oysters in every 
style could be fiad in the dining-room. 
In its palmiest days No. 214 was oceupied by the 
disreputable women who infest the neighbor- 
hood, and it was then that it received the name it 
now bears. Since it has been in the hands of Doc 
Morris he bas turned it into a lodging and eatilg¢ 
house, where life can be sustained at the rate of 
20 cents per day. Situated just back of the main 
roomis the dining-haliand kitchen. ‘This Mace 
wus deserted by every living thing except a 
few rats that scampered across the floor 
in search of food. The better ciass of guests 
were lodged in the upper stories, in separate 
rooms, butasight was presented to the visitor 
who descended to the basement. In a large room 
located under the level of the street, and only 
dimly lighted, were 
THIRTY-ONE BEDS 
and as many lodgers. From the stairs the eco- 
nomical arrangement was strongly suggestive of 
poticr’s field. The foot of one. bed touched 
the top of the adjoining one, ~- while 
a Passage Way not more than six inches wide 
wound around among the beds and ied to a wider 
space near the wail, where the toilets of the 
lodgers were completed in the morning. There 
Was no waste of room whatever,and no other 
article oi furniture in the room. The disrobing 
act was performed inthe narrow alleyway or! 
standing on the bed, the lodgers choosing which- 
ever best suited his whims. Any garment of 
winch the guest relieved himself did duty asa pil- 
low until the morning when the orders for rising 
are issued.
